teachers are paid $4820—$5072 
‘and Class 2 $4066-$4408, He 
knows of more difficult schools 
being suitably staffed but con- 
siders inadequate public trans- 
port is ‘the handicap which 
stops teachers applying for 
vacancies in Altona primary 
‘schools, 


He said the situation is re- 
flected in the teaching of the 
children and pointed out’ that 
the schools haye teachers, but 
instead of experienced teachers 
positions are filled by those 
who have just finished college, 


Cr, Ginifer said that each 
of the six primary schools 
should have a Class 1 infant 

* mistress and a Class 2 lady 
teachey for the senior section 
“of the school, 

Seaholme, Altona West and 
Brooklyn -West schools have 
neither of these teachers. 
Their most senior lady 
teachers are in Class 3, 

Altona North and Altona 
East have no Class 1 infant 
mistresses, The infant schools 
are run by Class 2 teachers, 

* Altona has a Class 1 In- 
fant mistress but the Class 2 


teacher is absent on confine-; 


ment leave, 


Altona is losing its pres. 
ent infant mistress, Miss’ A, 
Ridsdale, at the end of this 
year, but fortunately the 
position has been filled. 


. Brooklyn West will gain 
both a Class 1 and Class 2 
teacher next year, 

The one bright aspect said 
Cr, Ginife, is that the senior 
positions for men are staffed 
by qualified teachers and that 
head teachers tend to stay at 
their schools. ‘He ‘said Altona 
is fortunate that some of these 
men live in the district and 
are prepared to stay. . > 

Cr, G, den Dulk& said dur- 
ing his investigation into the 
staffing situation at local 
schools he found the main 
problems were lack of trans- 
port and sewerage. 


He has spoken to a number 
of head teachers who state the 
movement of teachers at Al- 
tona schools is greater than 
desired, : ‘ 

Cr, den Dulk said when past 
attempts to improve the situa- 
tion were undertaken the pri- 
mary schools were considered 
to be satisfactorily staffed, 
Now it appears positions are 
filled by teachers not specifi- 
cally qualified for them. ‘He 
blames the frustrating situa- 
tion in Altona and lack of co- 
operation for the movement

He states that it “worries 
him and he thinks it will 
worry all ratepayers if this is 
a real trend—25 per cent, to 
40 per cent to 46 per cent, 

Folpwing a question from 

Cr, J, J, Ginifer, the Shire 
Secretary, Mr, J, W. Waters, 
said he agreed with Cr, 
Crofts‘ figures, 

Cr. Crofts said there has 
been a fair amount of public- 
ity regarding the possibility 
of municipal rates rising and 
mentioned articles in three 
newspapers, 








He referred to the “Altona 
Star’ issued on March 17 
which headlined “Rates Could 
Rise.” [The article stated: “A 
continuation of loan program- 
ming at the present rate and 
the growth of services unless 
associated with an exceptional 
increase in the Net Annual 
Valuation would appear to 
make an increase -unavoid- 
able.“J 

On the same day the “Wil- 
Hamstown Advertiser’ pub- 
lished an article “Go Easy on 
Loans, Council Advised,’

town City Council, The ‘‘Ad- 
vertiser’ reported, “With the 
annual loan redemptions re- 
quiring approximately 20 per 
cent, of its rate revenue, the 
council has been advised by

Application was made to 
borrow $550,000, but the bulk 
of this money is to be utilised 
for private street construction 
which is not a charge against 
rate revenue.

Councillors Health 
Scheme Inquiries 


A broad outline of his investigations into a pos-. 
sible health scheme ‘for Altona was given by Cr. G. 
den Dulk at last week’s Altona Shire Council meeting. 
However, as he has not finished his inquiries, he made 
no recommendations. . 


He reported having undertaken some 
research and having tried to collate evi- 
dence but said more is necessary before 
he could make any suggestions. Cr. den 


Dulk said: — 


About two years ago after 
one council meeting when we 
were discussing different mat- 
ters it was suggested that, if 
possible, inquiries should be 
made into the possibility of 
Altona having its own medical 
benefit scheme—a scheme to 
benefit residents other than 
the schemes operating through 
out the State and in fact Aus- 
tralia, 


This is a vast and wide task, 
I said I would try to do this, 
but it would take some time. 

Two years ago I approached 
people in the medical profes- 
ston and legal people to see 
if ways and means could be 
found to implement such a 
scheme. At the first meeting 
with these people I was ac. 
companied by Cr, J, J.-Gini- 
fer, 


Afterwards I spoke to a 
number of people in the medi- 
cal profession and others with 
knowledge in this field, 


I have tried to collate what 
I considered suitable evidence 
for_such a scheme, 

There are two approaches 
to the subject. 

I want to do something ap- 
plicable not only to Altona, 
but to a number of homes and 
number of people. 

As a guide I will point out 
the posstbilities of a separate 
community of 5000 homes each 
containing a family of four, 
Most of these families will in- 
sure in a hospital scheme. I 
will forget those who do not 
and work on the whole 5000 
joining such a scheme. 

‘I have looked at average 
contributions for average 
families and consider it is 
costing each family approxi. 
mately $40 to belong to one 
of the present schemes, 

Five thousand  contribu- 
tions of $40 adds up to an 
annual payment of $200,000— 
a figure which astounded me, 
This is quite a sum paid an. 
nually into a medical scheme. 

After rebates there is prob- 
ably $50,000 left in the fund at 
the end of each year. This 
again astounds me, 

If this is the case could the 
people have a scheme in which 
the contributions could be 
lowered to absorb the $50,000, 

But there is another angle 
which can be considered. 

- AS well as the $40 contribu. 
ted annually to the scheme we 
should consider actual pay- 
ments to doctors, ete. Taken 
into account should be the 
average visits per family to the 
doctor, the fees and rebates 
collected ‘under the scheme, 

It is pretty easy to get an 
average of medical expenses 
as all families must fill in 
these details of their income 
tax returns, 

Looking at my own situa- 
tion I. pay approximately $40 
annually into the hospital 
benefit scheme and doctors 
bills average out-to $40 an- 
nually. Rebates on the doc- 
tor‘s accounts amount to $18 
which means I actually pay 
out $22 on medical accounts, 
Altogether, with this $22 and 
the $40 contribution to the 
scheme, I pay out an aver- 
age annual total of $62, 

Another example is a family 
contributing $40 to a scheme 
and paying $20 in medical 
bilis for which they will re- 
ceive a rebate of $10. This 
means an annual pay out of 
$50, 

An annual pay out of $50 
for 5000 families totals one 
quarter of a million dollars— 
$250,000, 








A quarter of a million dol- 
lars actually being paid to an 
organisation or doctors. I 
feel something should be done, 


I have discussed the subject 
with the Shire Presient, Cr, 
S. G. McIntosh, because we 
two have enjoyed total free 
medical schemes, Cr, McIn- 
tosh in England and I in 
Europe, 


Referring back to the an- 
nual contribution of $40 from 
each of the 5000 families giv- 
ing a total each year of 
$200,000, I wish to voice 
another thought. 


Would it be wise to employ 
our own doctors for an annual 
salary of $16,000 each. Eight 
doctors could be needed at a 
total cost of $128,000. Regard. 
ing hospital treatment at $64 
Per week, probably less than 
one in 20; would be in hospital 
fo one week per year. How- 
ever, it is hard to estimate 
how many people become iil, 


The people could make a 
$40 contribution to a local 
Scheme which employs its own 
doctors and so the people 
would pay a much cheaper 
fee to the doctors. Money left 
Over each year could be put 
towards a local hospital, 


If -the people pay 10% of 
present doctors fees—that is 
10 cents in the $1—to com- 
munity employed doctors, the 
community would still be en- 
titled to government grants 
and hospital and charities 
grants, 


The grants could be used to 
reduce payments or towards 
the cost of a hospital oy after 
care scheme, 


Another possibility is a dis- 
pensary — a self-contained 
community scheme could have 
its own aispensary, 

There are a number of 
other things involved, but it 
is outstanaing what could be 
done on these lines, 

On the other side ar: ordin- 
ary community scheme for 
50U0 families would provide 
higher rebates for fees charged 
by doctors not employed un- 
dey the scheme. The doctors 
would not have to sen out bilis 
as total rates of the scheme 
would cover medical accounts, 

Look closely at this scheme 
as there is an opening here 
for ‘nis nucleus community 
scheme for 5000 homes, 

However, if the people 
wished to go outside to con- 
sult a different doctor there 
would be nothing to stop 
them, 1 would not wish to 
take away this right. I have 
only given a broad outline of 
the way a scheme could oper- 
ate. It could still operate as 
a hospital benefits scheme and 
take advantage of all grants 
available, but be provided at 
a reduced rate, Administra. 
tion costs could be covered 
by, for example, payments re- 


ceived for workers compensa-’ 


tion _cases,- 

These ideas of mine will be 
open for criticism, but at a 
later date I would like to go 
into further detail regarding 
such a scheme, 

There are other ways of 
showing just what a commun- 
ity pays out annually. For ex- 
ample every home carries fire 
insurance, If 5000 owners pay 
$20 annually this totals 
$100,000 each year, Taking an 
average house insurance to be 
for $7000, the insurance pay- 
cut on 10 houses each year 
would be $70,000, leaving 
$30,000 for administration, 
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Now I cannot recollect more 
than 10 houses being de- 
stroyed in one year in Altona 
—prebably the actual figure 
is only half a, house. I intend 
to look into the matter of fire 
insurance later, 


A medical scheme with 
lower contributions giving 
greater benefit could have the 
excess plowed back into the 
community. $30,000 over each 
year from fire insurance pre. 
miums would build one and a 
half kindergartens. 

$60,000 over each year from 
a medical scheme would build 
a high school, 


Over a period of five years 
new civic offices could be 
built. 

People will, be critical of 
these ideas but a successful ex- 
ample is Rigby House in Mel- 
bourne, Rigby House is 
owned by the Local Govern. 
ment Superannuation Board, 
The Board set up in compe- 
tition with other institutions 
and it worked. All in local 
government enjoy the bene- 
fits of the Board. Councillors 
and residents benefit. 


People will benefit from 
greater and freer schemes 
than any that operate any- 
where in Australia. 

IT am amazed that the State 
Government has not inquired 
into these schemes. If they 
had, the hospitals would not 
be in debt. 


Cr, H, W, Lee moved that. 
Cr, den Dulk‘s report be re. 
ceived, 


In doing so he remarked on 
the comprehensiveness of the 
Teport and said it appeared 
Cr, den Dulk had investigated 
many avenues an given coun- 
eillors something to think 
about, : 

He continued, ‘‘The health 
of a community should be a 
community problem, Most 
people today are forced to in- 
sure against illness and acci- 
dent. They insure with an or- 
ganisation and when sick o5- 
tain a rebate on the medical 
costs: However, ail the money 
being paid in contributions is 
not being used to protect 
health and is not going to the 
hospitals, Hospitals have now 
reached a stage of collapse and 
talk of raising fees.

make people well again. Cr, 
den Dulk 1s advocating a com- 
munity pool to provide money, 
I feel this an important part 
of Cr. den Dulk’s report when 
one considers the desperate 
situation of the hospitals. De- 
spite Federal Government 
grants and tattersalls it costs 
a man more than he earns io 
spend a week in hospital, Re- 
bates are beside the point, 

Public appeals are made for 
funds, tins rattled under 
peoples’ noses and tarpaulins 
carried around. This is an un- 
fortunate thing as 90 cents in 
each dollar is used for ad- 
ministration costs, 

“Money is being channelled 
in the wrong direction and I 
say it would be better if the 
money is channelled to the 
direct advantage of the people 
and not to some organisation 
making huge profits, 

“I commend the statement 
of the president of the Hospi- 
tal Employees Union who said 
‘We must not punish the sick, 
it is punishment alone to he 
sick and we must not punish 
them again by heavy pay- 
ments.’ 

This must be recognised as 
a community problem—epi- 
demics are a community prob- 
lem ~ the. Department of 
Health should take a real in- 
terest in the community as a 
whole,

The Treasury approved of 
the council borrowing $500,000 
last year and again recently 
approved this amount for the 
1966-67 year. Mr. Waters said 
he présumes the Treasury has 
considered the Shire‘s finan- 
cial situation and approves the 
borrowing program, 

Mr, Waters pomied out 
that industry has been stag- 
nant during the past 12 
months and there has been 
no significent increase in its 
net annual valuation, Thus 
the increase next year in rate 
revenue will only be about 
$20,000 over the 1965-66 esti- 
mate of $690,000. 


However, _Mr, | Waters 
added that the council is 
aware it is in a predicament 
which can only be solved by 
more building activity or an 
increase in rates, 

Cr, Ginifer pointed out 
that the council is borrowing 
at the rate of $500,000 annually 
and is continuing to do so, 
but of the $500,000 it proposes 
to horrow during the 1966-87 
year loan redemption of only 
$40,000 will come out of rate 
revenue, 

But 100 per cent, of repay- 
ments for this year’s borrow- 
ings will have to come out of 
next year’s rate revenue said 
Mr, Waters. 

Cr, Ginifer said the coun- 
cil will still take the Treas- 
ury‘’s full loan allocation for 
next year and this will not be’ 
a charge against revenue, He 
said in the past land acquisi- 
tion such as the proposed 
sports area for Altona North 
has cost considerable sums of 
money but he added, ‘Still 
posterity will be happy to pay 
for amenities.’ 

There will not be a con- 
tinued trend upwards, it must 
be controlled, said Cr. H, W, 
Lee, 

He said the council has 
reached saturation point, but 
loans will still be raised un- 
til all private streets are con- 
structed. 

He added that in view of 
the financial situation the 
council has to “watch care- 
fully’, Cr, W. G, Cresser in- 
terjected to say the council 
has always had to watch the 
financial situation, 

Cr, Lee said he would like 
to ask Cr, Crofts how he would 
lower the rates and endeavour 
to provide a swimming pool 
as he mentioned before being 
elected to council. 


Cr, Lee added that a stag- 
nant net annual valuation per~ 
jod has been reached, but it 
is expected to move again in 
twa years,
